Eight to Be Released Friday. 

Subsequent to the White House 
disclosures, the Navy Department 
announced that the firht eight of 
the 50 destroyers released to Brit- 
ain are at Boston and should be 
ready for delivery by next Friday. 
They will be sent to Canadian 
ports with their present crews, it 
Was said. There they will be tak- 
en over by British seamen. 

The others will be ready “when 
requested,” a navy announcement 
said, and they will be in an “op- 
erating condition.” 

It was also announced that Ad- 
miral Harold R. Stark, chief of

Mr. Willkie’s Task. | 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: | 

HE country is still waiting for Mr. | 

Willkie to go into his act. We have 

the frame but not the picture. Kibitz- 

ing Mr. Roosevelt’s day-to-day perform- 
ances serves no purpose. This is, after 
all, the Roosevelt administration. What 
we want from the Republican candidate 
is a view of what things will be like in 
the Willkie administration, if any. | 

Mr. Willkie says he agrees with Mr. 
Roosevelt on most of his social objec- 
tives. But he is against big government, 
which he believes is at least as per- 
nicious as big business. To put the} 
best possible light on the Willkie phi- | 
losophy, it may be regarded as mean- | 
ing that Mr. Willkie believes industry a | 
better vehicle than government through | 
which to serve the ultimate public weal. | 

He is undoubtedly in favor of the fi- | 
nancial reforms of the New Deal, and 
will retain them. It must fairly be said 
for him, also, that his utility managerial 
experience does not extend back to the 
horrors of pre-1929, but on the contrary, 
he has served his utility presidency un- 
der New Deal laws and regulations. 

But what can Mr. Willkie do about 
business and employment, wherein lie 
the cure for our domestic problems? 
There was a day when business manage- 
ment in this country earned its right 
of leadership by providing employment 
to the people. Whether the division of 
the gains was just or not—and it usually 
wasn't—-there was at least a distribution 
encompassing practically all the popula- 
tion. 

True, fewer women were Wwage-earners 
and agriculture required more manpower 
than today, making the problem of em- 
- ployment a comparatively simple one. 

7 At any rate, so long as business was 
the source. of jobs and incomes, so long 
was business respected by the people 
and permitted pretty much its own way 
in the management of its affairs. 

Can business, and will it, resume this 
function and this responsibility? Can it 
give us assurance of benefits that will 
justify lifting what business calls re- 
strictive laws and regulations? Could | 
Mr Willkie obtain such benefits either | 
by persuasion or by legislation and reg- 
ulation? 

Just for illustration, could corporate | 
taxation be used as a device with which 
to reward or penalize business in the | 
proportion that it gives employment or 
fails to give employment? Perhaps this 
would have a sounder constitutional 
basis than did the NRA, a scheme which 
had a similar objective. Perhaps, for 
that matter, the NRA itself would pass

Will you 
give the people employment’ without 
quibbling over the effects on your book- 
keeping, even to the point where, if your 
sacred “return on investment” falls, you 
will write down your investment to a 
realistic figure upon which your actual 
earnings will automatically constitute a 
fair return?

LABOR DAY TALKS 


Both Say Conscription 
Would Be Unnecessary 
if Army Offered Induce- 


_ments to Volunteers. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 3 (AP).— 
Labor’s pledge of co-operation in 
the national defense effort was 
stressed yesterday as the country 
observed labor’s annual holiday, but 
the pledge was accompanied by 
vigorous expressions of union op- 
position to peacetime conscription. 

The two big union chieftains, 
William Green of AFL and John 
L. Lewis of CIO, both repeated 
their assurances that organized la- 
-bor could be counted on to do its 


part in the vast rearming pro- 
gram. 
Both likewise were outspoken 


against the conscription legislation 
now half way through Congress. 
The keynotes they sounded were 
echoed by other orators of the day, 
who also urged a greater voice for 


labor in the direction of the re-| 
‘a shirt-waist 


armament effort, and the preserva- 
tion of labor’s “social and legisla- 
tive gains” in the defense produc- 
tion drive. 

Secretary of Labor Perkins re- 
ported in a Boston address last 
might that non-agriculture employ- 
ment had gained more than 1,000,- 
000 in the last year, and was now 
some 9,000,000 greater than in 1913. 
She forecast a continued increase 
in the number of jobs because of 
defense orders. 

Green, delivering his Labor day 
message at Denver, and Lewis, 
, Bpeaking from Washington, voiced 
the common belief that, conscrip- 
tion would be unnecessary if the 
“army offered the inducements of 

2 shorter enlistment term and high- 
er pay to voluntary recruits. 

_The possibility of getting the 
mecessary manpower by voluntary 
enlistments, Green asserted, “must 
be given a fair trial first.” 

“On a matter as vital as this to 
the nation’s welfare,” he said, “we 
feel that it is the duty of the Pres- 
ident of the United States to send 
a message to Congress stating the 
Manpower needs of the nation’s 
military forces and recommending 
a definite program to fulfill these 
needs.” 

Lewis, in a similar vein, said 
there was “something sinister about 
the attempt to force conscription 
upon our nation, with no revelation 
of the purposes for which conscrip- 
tion is sought.” 

He demanded-to know what kind 
of a foreign, military and naval pol- 
icy required, as he said, “an army 
of 4,000,000.” 

Conscription, he said, would 
“break down our civil liberties” and 
introduce “the principle of com- 
pulsion by government.” 

Green, in his speech, also as- 
sailed the “dictatorships of Stalin, 
Hitler and Mussolini,” and advo- 
cated anew that all aid short of 
war be extended to Britain. 

A. F,. Whitney, president of the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen, 
told a Chicago audience that labor 
interests were endangered by “those 
who are attempting to twist the 
virtues of national defense into a 
plan for destroying the gains which 
labor has made.” 

On the other hand, Senator 
Minton (Dem.), Indiana, in a 
speech at Mount Carmel, IIl., said 
the “Wagner Act is here to stay,” 
adding that the administration “will 
mot turn back to the old days that 
permitted the unrestrained exploi- 
tation of labor through poor pay 
and long hours.” 

A former Secretary of Labor, 
Senator Davis (Rep.), Pennsylva- 
nia, in a radio address from Wash- 
ington, spoke of totalitarianism as 
the challenge of the day, and cau- 
tioned that “Fascism can use la- 
bor unions, social legislation and 
all forms of voluntary organization 
as a front for its sinister power, de- 
ceiving people and lulling them into 
the false belief that they are still 
the rulers of their Government.” 

He said that the United States 
was “moving through the cycle of 
power government such as_ has 
been seen in every other part of 
the world.”

ber of Woodrow Wilson’s Cabinet 
through the World War President’s 


eight years in office, died at the 


Harkness Pavilion yesterday after 
a brief illness. 

He was a former Chancellor of 
Washington University in St. Louis. 

Houston was Secretary of Agri- 
culture from 1913 to 1920 and in 
that capacity helped to organize 
the Federal Reserve Bank System. 
From February, 1920, until March, | 
1921, he was Secretary of the! 
Treasury and also acted as cair- 
man of the Federal Reserve 
and Farm Loan Boards. From 1916 
to 1920, he was a member of the 
Council on National Defense. 
Since the first of the year he had 
been board chairman of the Mu- 
tual Life Insurance Co. of New 
York, assuming this post after 13 
years as president. He also was 
a director of the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Co., of which 
he formerl) was a vice-president, 
of the Guaranty Trust Co., U. S. 
Steel Corporation and the North 
British and Mercantile Insurance 
Co. 

He was the author of “A Critical 
Study of Nullification in South 
Carolina,” published in 1902, and 
of “Eight Years with Wilson’s Cab- 
inet.” 

At the hospital when he died 
were his two sons, David F. Jr., of 
Providence, R. I., and Lawrence 
Reid of New York, and his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Robert C. Patton of Oyster 


Bay, N. Y.

Houston Began Career as_ In- 
structor of Ancient Languages. 
David Franklin Houston began 

his career as a -graduace student 

instructor of ancient languages. 

Houston was wborn at Monroe, 
Union County, North Carolina, on’ 
Feb. 17, 1866, the son of William 
H. and Cornelia Anne (Stevens) 
Houston. He was a descendant 
of John Houston, who came to 
America from .Scotland in the 
eighteenth century and settled in 
Augusta County, Virginia, where 
he founded the old Providence 
Church. 

Houston was graduated with 
honor from South Carolina Univer- 
sity in 1887—since changed to the 
University of South Carolina—took 
a post graduate course there and 
also tutored in ancient languages. 
For three years, beginning in 1888, 
he was superintendent of schools 
at Spartanburg, S. C. Later he 
studied history, government, politi- 
cal economy and finance at Har- 
vard University, where he received 
his master’s degree.

time tour of service for the Guard 
in the nation’s behalf since the 
days of 1916 when Guard units were

| The 60,000 men ordered out rep-'

Purchase of a large electrolytic 
zinc plant at Monsanto, Ill, by the 
American Zine Co. of Illinois from 
the Evans-Wallower Zinc Co. of 
Cardin, Ok., was announced today. 
The price was not disclosed. 

Rehabilitation of the factory at 
a cost of about $500,000 will be com- 
pleted in time to start production 
early next year, it was stated by 


Howard I. Young, president of the) 
American Zinc, Lead & Smelting | 


Co., parent concern of the purchas- 
ing corporation. The work is being 
started now. The plant, covering 
10 acres east of State Highway No. 
3, was built in 1929, but has been 
idle since 1931. 

Employment will be given to 
about 100 men in operations, the 
annual capacity being 17,000 tons 
of high-grale slab zinc, which comes 
in 50-pound bars, used principally 
lin making parts for automobiles 
‘and household appliances and oth- 
er products and for high-grade 
brasses. Uses of high-grade zinc, 
Young said, have been greatly ex- 
panded in recent years, especially 
in the die-casting industry.

At this point dum- 
my was down to the club 10 and 
the Q-4 of diamonds. East had had 
to discard a heart in order to keep 
the club queen and the guarded 
king of diamonds. The lead of the 
club 10 made him acutely uncom- 
fortable, since he had to win and 
return a diamond to the combined 
tenace in the North-South hands. 
Thus declarer made two overtricks 
which gave him top score on the 
board.
